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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance is that the prior art of record does not disclose an oxidation dehydrogenation of an 
alkane by contacting the alkane with a compound comprising at leas 50 % nickel oxide wherein a 
selectivity in the dehydrogenation is greater than 70% and a conversion is greater than 10 %. 

AlsOj another primary reason for allowance is that the prior art of record does not disclose 
that a dehydrogenation catalyst comprises at least 50% nickel oxide by weight with either 
niobium oxide or tantalum oxide.
